STORIES OF BATS. 


.merloan and Indian Aborigines Wlio Con- 


•Ider Them a Table Delicacy. 


Bats are found in various places, and 


n cold climates hibernate during the 
winter; in other words, they are en- 
bled to enter a dormant state and 
ive for months without eating. So 
omplete is this sleep that in coses ex- 
mined the most delicate instrument 
ailed to detect breathing on the part 
f the animal, and in another instance 
he bat was placed under water without 
ny apparent harm resulting from the 
xtended bath. ftThe deep sleeps are 
enerally passed in trunks of trees or 
ares, and in the latter myriads of bats 
re often found. 
Far from being timid, the bats of 
ndia are extremely bold in their dep- 
edations. and it is told of an officer 
newly arrived in the country south of 
he Funjaub that he was alarmed at 
light by loud noises upon his piazza, 
^nd thinking an attack was being made 
iy native robbers, he opened fire with 
lis revolver, to nnd that the uproar 
was caused by fruit-bats that had been 
obbing a wild-almond orchard and 
ad brought the nuts under thotwev 
)f his veranda to open them. 


Mr. Fnvser, a raturahst, who trav- 


iled extensively in Ecuador, desciibes 
a bat that went fishing, diving down to 
he surface of the ivater and picking up 
mall crustaceans which were shim- 
ming near the surface.

;le exception, ig lengthened out and 
connected like the ribs of an nmbiella 
vith this extremely delicate and sent>i- 
.ive wing. 


Some of the small bats nip and bite 


when attacked or taken; but to human 
jeings the odor is in many cases quite 
sufficient to drive any but a collector 
iway. This is particularly noticeable 
n the bat known scientifically as clieir- 
omoles torquatuib. The body is almost 
naked, and the odor so strong, over- 
wwering and offensive tlmt people have 
>een rendered sick while merely ruak- 
"ng a drawing of one. 


Bats are famous for their habits of 


ntemperance, and a party of drunken 
ones is often met with. Their condi- 
tion is due to their love for the toddy 
which they obtain from the chatties of 
cocoanut trees. So intoxicated do they 
jecome that they are often found at the 
'oot of trees sleeping off the effects of 
their debauch, and so fall victims to the 
vice. 


Some of the American Indians do 


lot object to roast bat, and the big 
fruit-bats of the Indian peninsula are 
icnsidered great 
luxuries by the 


natives. 
As these animals have a 


stretch of wing of five feet it must re- 
quire no little moral courage to eat 
one.—Chicago News. 


GERMANY'S PRINTING. 


Facts and Figures Concerning tbe Imperial 


Printing Ofllce at Berlin. 


The imperial printing establishment 


in Berlin at present employs no fewer 
than 95 skilled artisans, besides 770 
male and female workers and appren- 
tices. The extent of the work carried 
on may be judged when we say that 
the quantity of printed matter sup- 
plied yearly to the various authorities 
unounts to 120,000,000 sheets, of which 
the post and telegraph offices alone 
take 13,000,000 and 60,000,000 pieces m 
books, etc 
Postage and levenue, etc., 


stamps are dispatched to their various 
destinations duung the jear in 20,000 
boxes, having a total weight oi one 
million kilogs. Post-cards and official 
tornis aie annually prepared to the 
number of 12,000,000. 
Altogether the 


establishment turned out last year over 
1,173,500,000 pieces of different sorts of 
money paper, having a nominal value 
of nearly 1,060,000,000 marks, equiva- 
lent to an average daily production of 
3,600,000 pieces, to the value of ne.uly 
7,750,000 marks 
As, the \\ork-pcoplu 


are not allowed to le.ive the establish- 
ment until the end of the day's work, 
a building had to be (onsLiuctcd to 
serve as a dining hall. This erection is 
maintained by the work-people them- 
selves, earn of whom contributes a 
yearly sum of 
2J 
marks. — Jniaml

BAK FRASOISOO, July 18.—Tbe curtain at 


the end of tb* aecoad act of the great 
Hawaiian drunt dropped at tbe moat 
critical juncture, and lu next uprlilng is 
anxiously awaited by the vast audience 
of the world. Whether it will rise to dis- 
play a scene ot carnage or tbe beautiful 
figure of white-robed peace Is difficult to 
predict. The latt ateamer which brought 
news from Honolulu left there at two 
o'clock on the afternoon of July B, and at 
four o'clock King Kalakaua was to have 
been presented with the ultimatum ol 
signing th* new Conatltutlon, eminently 
objectionable to him, or failing to do 10, 
the alternative of possible civil war. 
Burmise* al to what tall action in the 
matter bat been ar*«S* at varied as they 
are numerous, no two persona having ex 
actly the tarn* Ideas. Should tbe King 
per*l*t In ku retntal to sign th* new Con- 
stitution, tb* revolutionary party Is 
known to b* so determined that tbe King's 
person and, perhaps, hJsthroae will be en- 
dangered. The King builds great hopes 
on the opportune arrival of English men- 
of-war, on which be relies, apparently,' 
not only for personal protection, but for 
assistance. 


On the former he can count, perhaps, 


but not on th* latter, aa the treaty signed 
In 1848 with Franc*, and England provides 
that th* two nations "engage reciprocally 
to consider the Bandwioh island! as inde- 
pendent, aud never take possession either 
strictly or under the title of protectorate, 
nor under any other form, of any part ot 
the territory of which they are com- 
posed." This treaty was recognized nnd 
concurred in by the United States in 1844, 
and is still In existence. 


England being debarred by this treaty 


from establishing a protectorate over the 
Bandwloh Islands,!* not likely from purely 
philanthropic motives to render aid to 
King Kalukaua.; 


In all probability the King will yield to 


tho domand to sign tbe now Constitution, 
and things will then resume their wonted 
quiet. The King is naturally piqued and 
angry at having to bow hi* head before 
the storm of public Indignation, but as 
soon as his vanity recovers ho will hotter 
appreciate the situation and will come to 
think It is more agrooublo to be a King, 
even though hedged In with a high and 
utrong constitutional Jfonco, than to have 
to work for a living at some other busi- 
ness. 


Again, the King may rely on 
the 


augmentation to his standard of natives 
who would be disenfranchised by the 
new constitution, and del/ the revolution- 
ists, as predicted last week, he would do 
if possible. 
Gibson, even though Im- 


prlsonod, attempted to Incite the natives 
to rise up against the revolutionists, but 
his actions were quickly nullified, and be 
Is now more closolv confined and quart- 
tored.

ent King, In case ho retains bis throne 
through the present difficulty. If be doe* 
not retain it the change may come sooner.

THti IJEATH BOLL. 


Death and Funeral of Stephen Ma- 


hannah in Mt. Zion Township. 


The news reached the city Sunday 


morning of the death of Stephen Ma- 
hannah, one of the leading farmers of the 
county, which occurred at his home in 
Mt. Zion township Saturday night at 12 
o'clock. Death resulted from neuralgia 
of the heart, his first prostration taking 
place on July 10th as he was returning 
from the barn to the house. He recov- 
ered in a short time, but on Thursday he 
experienced another fainting spell. It 
was one of great severity, and kept him 
unconscious for six or eight hours.

His second wife survives, there being no 
children by the last marriage. Henry 
Mahannah, of Mt. Zion ; Harvey Mahan- 
nah, of Decatur ; Eli Mahannah, of Col- 
orado; Jacob Muhannah, of Wichita, 
Kansas, and James Mahannah, of Oberlin, 
Kansas, are brothers ot the deceased, and 
Mrs. Maria Latham, of Sedgwick, Kan- 
sas, is his sister. 


The deceased was recognized us one of 


the successful farmers and stock dealers 
of the county, and was the owner of 
many broad acres, besides possessing n 
vast amount of personal property. He 
has represented his township as a super- 
visor in the county board, and was a del- 
egate to the state Republican convention 
held in Peoria in 1884. He was a man 
highly respected by the people of his 
neighborhood and also by all others who 
enjoyed his acquaintance. 


The funeral took place this (Monday) 


forenoon from the family residence at 
Prairie Hall. The ofticinting clergymen 
were Revs. Baker and Bankson. A num- 
ber of Decatnr friends went out on the 
early train this morning to attend the 
services.
